A m anufacturer who

the mills under tho amalgamated scale 
and others under the scale adopted by 
tho National Trades Assembly 127, Knights 
of Labor, there is no uniformity in the 
price paid the puddlers. 
In the Pittsburg 
district, where the mills are controlled by 
the Amalgamated association, $5.50 per 
ton is paid, while in the east and west, 
where the puddlers are controlled by both 
organizations, the price is $3.75 per ton. 
The annual scale of the Amalgamated 
association will be drawn up in a few 
weeks, and will be submitted to the June 
convention. 
No reduction will lie made in 
tho scale and none of the workers antici­ 
pates any trouble.

18.—Munemitsu 
Mutsu, Japanese minister, has distributed 
translations of the constitution of the em­ 
pire of Japan recently promulgated, to­ 
gether with the imperial speech of promul­ 
gation, the imperial ordinance concerning 
the house of peers, the law of the house of 
peers and representatives, the law of elec­ 
tion of members of the house of represen­ 
tatives, and tho law of finance. 
The constitution occupies fourteen pages 
of small pica typo aud is in seventy-six 
articles. The law for tho convocation, 
organization, and opening of the Imperial 
Diet provides that the president and vice­ 
president of the House of Representatives 
shall bo selected by tho Emperor from 
among threo candidates elected by tho 
representatives for each position. 
Tho 
president of peers and of represent­ 
atives 
are 
each 
to 
receive about 
$4,000 per annum, and the vice-presidents 
$2, OOO per year each. 
Tho members of 
both houses ara to receive 800 yen per year 
and an annual allowance for traveling ex­ 
penses, if they comply with the summons 
after election. 
Neither presidents, vice­ 
presidents, nor members are to be allowed 
to decline their allowances, but members 
who are in tho government service are not 
I to receive an annual allowance. 
The chairman of the committee of tho 
■whole House is to be elected for the entire 
session. 
Sessions may bo held with closed 
doors upon motion of the president, or of 
not less than ten members, or upon the de­ 
mand of tho Government. Government 
bills may bo brought into either House. 
No unlimited loaves of absence are allowed 
to bo granted to members, and for over­ 
staying leave of absence a member may be 
suspended.

Washigton, March 18. —The resignation 
of Senator Chace has aroused renewed in­ 
terest in the question of salaries of Senators 
and Representatives. 
Senator Chace says 
the reason he resigned was because the 
compensation of a Senator was not suffi­ 
cient to warrant him in longer neglecting 
his business, and says he is considerably 
poorer for his legislative experience than 
he would have been had he remained at 
home and attended to his business. 
The 
question of increasing the compensation of 
Congressmen has been receiving the earnest 
attention of Senators, especially of late, 
and there is an overwhelming sentiment 
among them in favor of making the salary 
cf Congressmen $10,000 a year Instead of 
$5,000, as it is at present. 
Members of tho 
House, while thoroughly in sympathy with 
the Senators on this point, are not yet 
ready to go to the full length desired by 
them, fearing a repetition of the censure 
visited upon the Congress of 1873. 
But it 
is argued that what the people were indig 
nant 
about then was 
the “back-pay- 
grab” feature, and that if the increase 
were made to date from the end of the 
List Congress no serious opposition would 
be made to it. 
There was a frank expression of views 
by the Seantors on this topic in one of the 
secret legislative sessions last week while 
discussing a resolution authorizing the 
secretary of the Senate to pay to commit­ 
tee clerks serving on a per-diom basis dur­ 
ing the session of tho Senate and the clerks 
to Senators during tho coming recess the 
per diem allowed by law. 
Mr. Teller said 
that in his experience as chairman of a 
committee he had been compelled at times 
to employ two men to attend to the corre­ 
spondence devolving upon him, and it was 
a heavy burden upon him. 
He believed 
Senators should have annual clerks, be­ 
cause their duties did not cease with the 
adjournment of the Senate. 
Mr. Platt, in concluding the debate, said 
he thought the committee to which the 
resolution was referred should also consider 
the question of whether Senators were fair­ 
ly paid for the work which they do. 
He 
knew it was charged that the Senate was 
composed of rich men to whom the salary 
was no object, but there were Senators 
who had nothing to live upon but their 
salaries. 
Mr. Morrill asked if the Senator was not 
aware that no man could rent a house and 
support his family in Washington without 
fpending twice the amount of his salary. 
Mr. Platt replied: 
“I have been aware—and I think per­ 
haps I may as well say it as any one, be­ 
cause I think I am as poor a man as there 
is in the Senate—I have been made most 
painfully aware of the inability of a Sena­ 
tor of the United States to live in the city 
of Washington in anything like the style 
and with anything like the comforts we 
have at home, and which other people have 
in Washington 
who, perhaps, are en­ 
titled to the same social position that we

B ro ok lyn, N. Y., March 18.—A t tho 
tabernacle Sunday morning the Rev. T. 
DeW itt Talmage, D. D., expounded tho 
seventh chapter of Ecole siastes. 
He after­ 
ward gave out the hymn beginning: 
“Grace! ’tis a charming sound, 
Harmonious to the ear,’’ 
which was sung by the vast congregation 
with magnificent effect. 
The subject of 
Dr. Talmage's sermon was “ The Moonlight 
Ride,” and the text Nehemiah ii., 15: 
“ I ’hen I went up in tho night by the brook 
and viewed the wall, and turned back, 
and entered by tho gate of tho valley, and 
so returned.M 
He said: 
A dead city is more suggestive than a 
living city—past Rome and present Rome 
—ruins rather than newly frescoed cathe­ 
dral. 
But the best time to visit a ruin is 
by moonlight. 
The Coliseum is far more 
fascinating to the traveler after sundown 
than before. 
You may stand by day amid 
the monastic ruins of Melrose abbey and 
study shafted oriel, and rosetted stone a n i 
mullion, but they throw their strongest 
witchery by moonlight. 
Some of you re­ 
member what the enchanter of Scotland 
said in the “ Lay of tho Last Minstrel” : 
“ W ouldst th o u view fair Melross aright, 
Go visit it by tho pale m oonlight1’ 
W ashington Irv in g describes the A nda­ 
lusian m oonlight upon tho A lham bra ruins 
as am ounting to an enchantm ent. My te x t 
presents you Jerusalem 
in ruins. 
The 
tow er down. 
The gates down. 
The walls 
down. 
E verything down. 
Nohomian on 
horseback, by m oonlight looking upon the 
ruins. 
W hile he rides there are some 
friends on foot going w ith him, for they 
do not w ant the m any horses to distu rb the 
suspicions of the people. 
These people do 
not know the secret of N ehem iah’s heart, 
b u t they are going os a sort of body-guard. 
I hear the clicking hoofs of the horse on 
which Nehemiah rides, as ho guides it this 
way and that, winding through that gate 
amid the debris of once great Jerusalem. 
Now the horse comes to a dead halt at the 
tumbled masonry whore ho can not pass. 
Now ho shies off at the charred timbers. 
Now ho comes along where the water under 
the moonlight flashes from the mouth of 
the brazen dragon after which the gate 
was named. 
Heavy hearted Nehemiah! 
Riding in and out, now by his old home 
desolated, now by the defaced temple, now 
fcinid tho scars of the 
city that had 
gohe 
down 
under 
battering 
rain 
and 
conflagration. 
Tho 
escorting 
party knows uot fahat Nehemiah means. 
Is ho getting crazy? 
Have his own per­ 
sonal sorrows, added to the sorrows of tho 
nation, unbalanced his intellect? 
Still the 
m idnight exploration goes on. 
Nehemiah 
on hofseW ck rldgs through the fish gate, 
by the tower of the furnaces, by tho 
K ing’s pool, by the dragon well, in and 
out, in and out, until the midnight ride is 
completed, and Nehemiah dismounts from 
his horse, and to the amazed and con­ 
founded and incredulous body guard de­ 
clares the dead secret of his heart when he 
says: “ Como, now, let us build Jerusalem!'” 
“ W hat, Nehemiah, have you any money’?’ 
“ N o.” “ Have you any kingly authority?” 
“ No.” 
“ Have 
you 
any eloquence?” 
“ No.” 
Y et that midnight moonlight ride 
of Nehemiah resulted in tho glorious re ­ 
building of the city of Jerusalem, 
The 
people know not how tho thing was to be 
done, but with great enthusiasm they cried 
out, “ Let us rise up now and build the 
city.” 
Pome people laughed an I said it 
could not be done. 
Some people were in­ 
furiate and offered physical violence,saying 
the thing should not be done. 
But the 
workmen went right on, standing on the 
wall, trowel in one hand, sword in the 
other, until the work was gloriously com­ 
pleted. 
A t that very time, in Greece, 
Xonophon was writing a history, and Plato 
was m aking philosophy, and Demosthenes 
was rattling his rhetorical thunder, but all 
of them together did not so much for the 
world as this m idnight moonlight ride of 
praying, 
courageous, 
homesick, close­ 
mouthed Nehemiah. 
My subject first impresses me with the 
idea what an intense thing Is church affec­ 
tion. 
Seize the bridle of th at horse and 
stop Nehemiah. 
W hy are you risking 
your life here in the night* Your horse 
will stumble over these ruins and fall on 
you. 
Stop this useless exposure of your 
life. 
No; Nehemiah will not stop. 
Ho at 
last tells us the whole story. 
He lets us 
know he was an exile in a far distant land, 
and he was a servant, a cup-bearer in the 
palace of Artaxerxes Longimauus, and one 
day, while he was handing the cup of wino 
to the King, the King said to him,*“ W hat 
is the m atter with you? You are not sick. 
I know you must have some great trouble. 
W hat is the m atter with you?” 
Then he 
told the King how th at beloved Jerusalem 
was broken down; how that his father’s 
tomb had been desecrated; how that the 
temple had been dishonored and defaced; 
how th at the walls were scattered and 
broken. 
“ W ell,” says King Artaxerxes, 
“ what do you want?” 
“ W ell,” says the

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cup-bearer, Nehemiah, “ I want to go home. 
I want to fix up the grave of my father. I 
want to restore the beauty of tho temple. 
I want to rebuild the masonry ot tho city 
wall. 
Besides, I want passports so that I 
will 
not be hindered 
on 
my 
jour­ 
ney. 
And besides th a t,” 
as you will 
find in the context, “ I want an order on 
the man who keeps your forest for j ust so 
much 
timber 
as I may need for the 
rebuilding of the city.” 
“ How long shall 
you be gone?” said the King. 
The time 
of absence is arranged, 
In hot basto this 
seeming adventurer comes to Jerusalem, 
and in my text we find him on horseback, 
in the midnight, riding around the ruins 
It is through the spectacles of this scene 
that we discover the ardent attachment for 
Nehemiah for sacred Jerusalem, which in 
all ages has been the type of the church of 
God, our Jerusalem, which we love just as 
much as Nehemiah loved his Jerusalem. 
The fact is th at you love the church of 
God so much th at there is no spot on earth 
so sacred, unless it is your own fireside. 
Tho church has been to you so much con ­ 
fort and illumination th at there is nothing 
that makes you so irate as to have it talked 
against. 
If there have been times wher 
you have been carried into captivity by 
sickness, you longed for the church, our 
holy Jerusalem, ju st as Nehemiah longed 
for his Jerusalem, and the first day you 
came out you came to the house of tho 
Lord. 
When the temple was In ruins as 
ours was years ago, like Nehemiah, you 
walked around and looked at it, and in th* 
moonlight you stood 
listening 
if 
you 
could not hear the voice of the dead organ, 
the psalm of the expired Sabbaths. 
W hat 
Jerusalem was to Nehemiah the church of 
God is to you. 
Skeptics and infidels may 
scoff at the church a 9 an obsolete affair, as 
a relic of the dark ages, as a convention of 
goody-goody people, but all the impression 
they have ever made on your mind against 
the church of God is absolutely nothing. 
You would make more sacrifices for it to­ 
day than for any other institution, and if it 
were needful you would die in its defense. 
You can take the words of the kingly old 
Doet as he said: “ If I forget Thee. O Jero- 
aalem, let my right hand forget her cusp 
ning.” 
You understand in your own ex* 
pcrience the pathos, the homesickness, tho 
courage, the holy enthusiasm of Nehemiah 
in his midnight, moonlight ride around th# 
ruins of his beloved Jerusalem. 
Again, my text impresses pie with th* 
fact th at before reconstruction there must 
be an exploration of ruins. 
W hy was not 
Nehemiah asleep under the covers? 
W hy 
was not his horse stabled in the midnight* 
Let the police of the city arrest this mid­ 
night rider out on some mischief. 
No, 
Nehemiah is going to rebuild the city, and 
he is making the preliminary exploration. 
In this gate, out that gate—east, west, 
north, south—all through the ruins. 
The 
ruins must be explored before the work of 
reconstruction can begin. 
The reason 
so many people »in this day, apparently 
converted, do not stay converted is because 
‘J x ;( did nqt first explore the Olina at their 


own Heart. 
Tile' reasoifthaF tlTero are "so 
many professed Christians who in this day 
lie and forgo and steal and commit adultery 
and go to the penitentiary is because they 
first do uot learn the ruin of their own 
heart. 
They have not found cut that 
“ the heart is deceitful above all things 
and desperately wicked.” 
They had an 
idea that they were almost right, and they 
built religion as a sort of extension, as an 
ornamental cupola. 
There was a super­ 
structure of religion built on a substratum 
of unrepeated sins. 
The trouble with a 
good deal of modern theology is that in ­ 
stead of building on the right foundation 
it builds on the debris of an unregenerate! 
nature. 
They attem pted to rebuild Jeru­ 
salem before, in the midnight of convic­ 
tion, they have seen the ghastliness of the 
ruin. 
They have such a poor foundation 
for their religion that the first northeast 
storm of temptation blows them down. 
I 
have no faith in a man’s conversion if he is 
not converted in tho old fashioned way— 
John Bunyan’s way, John Wesley’s way, 
Paul’s way, Christ’s way, God’s way. 
A 
dentist once said to me: “ Does that hurt ” 
Said I: “ Of course it hurts. 
It is in 
your business as in my profession. 
We 
have to hurt before we can help.” 
You 
will never understand redemption until you 
understand ruin. 
A man tells me that 
some one is a member of the church. 
It 
makes no impression on my mind at all. 
I 
simply want to know whether he was con­ 
verted in the old-fashioned way or whether 
he was converted in tho new fashioned 
way, 
If he was converted in the old­ 
fashioned way ho will stand. 
If ho was 
converted in the new-fashioned way ho 
will not stand. 
That is all thoro is about 
it. 
A man comes to mo to talk about re ­ 
ligion. 
The first question I ask him is: 
“ Do you feel yourself to bo a sinner?” 
If 
he says: 
“ Well, 
I —yes,” the hesitancy 
makes me feel that that man wants a ride 
on Nehemiah’s horse by midnight through 
the ruins—in by the gate of his affections, 
out by tho gate of his will; and before ho 
has got through with that midnight ride 
will drop the 
reins on 
tho 
horse’s , 
neck, and will take his right baud and I 
smite on his heart and 
say: 
“ God bo ! 
merciful to mo a sinner;” and before he ! 
has stabbed his ^&rse ho will take his feet J 
out of the stirrups, and ho will slide down ' 
on the ground, and he will kneel, crying, I 
“ Have mercy od me, O God, according to ! 
thy loving kindness, according unto thy i 
multitude of tender mercies; blot out my ! 
transgressions, 
for I 
acknowledge 
my 
transgressions and my sins are over before I 
thee.’* 
Ah, my friends, you see this is not 
a complimentary gospel. 
That is what | 
makes people so mad. 
It comes to a man 
of a million dollars and impenitent in his ! 
his sins and says, 
“ You’re a pauper.” It I 
comes to a woman of fairest cheek, 
w ho I 
lias never repented, and says, 
“ You’re a 
sinner.” 
It comes to a man priding him­ 
self on his independence and says, “ You’re 
bound hand foot by the devil.” 
It comes 
to our entire race and says, “ You’re a 
ruin, 
a 
ghastly 
ruin, 
an 
illimitable 
ruin.” 
Satan 
sometimes 
says 
to 
me, 
“ Why 
do 
you 
preach 
that 
truth 
Why don’t you preach a gosjiel w ith no 
repentance in it? 
Why don’t you flatter 
men’s hearts so that you make them feel ! 
all right? 
Why don’t you preach a hu­ 
m anitarian gospel with no repentance in 
it, saying nothing about tho ruin, talking 
all tho time about redemption?” 
I say, 
“Get thee behind me, Satan.” 
I would 
rather lead Ave souls the right way than 
20,000 the wrong way. 
The redemption 
of the gospel is a perfect farcy if there is 
no ruin. “ The whole need not a physician, 
but that they are sick.” 
“ If any one, 
though he be an angel from heaven, preach 
any other gospel than this,” says the 
apostle, “ let him be accursed.” 
There 
must bo the midnight ride over the ruins 
before Jerusalem can be built. 
There must 
be the clicking of the hoofs before there 
cen be the ringing of tho trowels. 
Again. 
My subject gives mo a speci­ 
men of busy and trium phant sadness. 
If 
there was any man in the world who ha! a 
right to mope and give up everything as 
lost it was Nehemiah. 
You say “ He was a 
cub-bearer in the palace of Shushan, and 
it was a grand place. ” 
Bo it was. 
Tho 
hall of that palace was 200 feet square, and 
the roof hovering over thirty-six marble 
pillars, each pillar sixty feet high; and tho 
intense blue of the sky. and the deep green 
of the forest foliage, and tho white of tho 
driven snow, all hung trembling in tho up­ 
holstery. 
But my friends, you know- very 
well that fine architecture will not put 
down homesickness. 
Yet Nehemiah did 
not give up. 
Then, when you see him go­ 
ing among these desolated streets and by 
these dismantled towers, and by the torn-up 
grave of his father, you would suppose 
that he would have dismounted from his 
horse and gone to his room and said: 
Woo is me! 
My father’s grave is torn 
up. 
The temple is dishonored. 
Tho walls 
are broken down. 
I have no money with 
which to rebuild. 
I wish I had never been 
born. 
I wish I were dead,” 
Not so says 
Nehemiah. 
Although he had a grief so in 
tense that it excited the commentary or’ 
the King, yet that penniless, expatriated 
Nehemiah rouses himself up to rebuild the 
city. 
He gets his permission of absen e. 
He gets his passports. 
Ho hastens away 
to Jerusalem. 
By night on horseback he 
rides through the ruins. 
He overcomes 
tho most ferocious opposition. 
He arouses 
tho pioty and patriotism of the people, an! 
in less than two month , namely, fifty-two 
days, Jerusalem was rebuilt. 
That's what 
I call busy and trium phant sadness. 
My friends, the whole temptation is with 
you when you have trouble to do just the 
opposite to the behavior of Nehemiah, an! 
that is to give up. 
You say, “ I have lost 
my child and can never smile again.” You 
say, “ I have lost my property and I can 
never repair my fortunes.” 
You say, “ I 
have fallen into sin and I never can start 
again for a new life.” 
If Satan can mako 
you form that resolution, and make you 
keep it, he has ruined you. 
Trouble is not 
sent to crush you, but to arouse you, to 
animate you, to propel you. 
Tho black­ 
smith does not thrust the iron into tho 
forge, and then blow away with the bel­ 
lows, and then bring the hot iron out oh 
the anvil and beat it with stroke after 
stroke to ruin the iron, but to prepare it 
for a better use. 
Oh, that the Lord God 
of Nehemiah would rouse up all broken 
hearted people to rebuild. 
Whipped, be­ 
trayed, shipwrecked, 
imprisoned, 
Paul 
went right on. 
The 
Italian m artyr 
Algerius sits in his dungeon w riting a lot- 
', and he dates it “ From the delectable 
orchard of the Leonine prison.” 
That Im 
f t u it I call trium phant sadness, 
I knew a 
nfother who buried lief baby on Friday apd 
on Sabbath'appeared in the b&use of God 
and 6aid: 
‘.KJivo mo a class; give rile a 
Sabbath school c la il 
I have no ^bild left 
me, and I would like to have 4 class of 
little children. Give me real poor children. 
Give me a class off the back street. ’ ’ That, 
I say, is beautiful. 
That is trium phant 
sadness. 
A t -J o’cleck this afternoon, In a 
beautiful parlor in Philadelphia—a parlor 
pictured and statuetted—there will be from 
ten to tw enty destitute children of the 
street.

There 
seemed to be no use of praying, for when I 
knelt down to pray tho outcry in the room 
drowned out all the prayer. 
But the Lord 
comforted that sorrow. 
They did not for­ 
get their trouble. 
If you should go on the 
snowiest winter afternoon into Laurel Hill 
you would find a monument with the word 
“ W alter” inscribed upon it, and a wreath 
of fresh flowers around the name. 
I think 
there has not been an hour the three years, 
winter or summer, when there was not 
w reath of fresh ’flowers around W alter’s 
name. But the Christian mother who sends 
those flowers there, having no child left, 
Sabbath afternoons mothers ten or twenty 
of the lost ones of the streets. 
That is

\THE JESUITS IN C A N A D A . 


T h e 
A gitation A gainst Them Growing 
Into a Strong P olitical lim e . 
O tta w a , Ontario, March IS .—The agt 
ta t ion against the Jesuit»'i9 growing daily. 
A sensation has been caused here by th© 
resignation of Senator John Macdonald oi 
T o ro n to as president of tho Dominion 
Evangelical Alliance. 
An urgent meeting 
of the association will be held in Montreal 
a t once to consider the resignation. 
Sena­ 
tor Macdonald is nominally a Liberal in 
politics, but he owes his appointment to 
the Conservative party, which recognized 
in him a worthy candidate for the upper 
house. 
He absolutely refuses to speak on 
the subject. 
It 
was 
learned, however, 
that he 
objects 
to 
tho 
action 
of 
certain 
members 
of 
the 
Alliance 
in 
en­ 
deavoring to utilize tho organization for 
political purposes, instead of for what he 
he considered its true object—Christian 
work by tho members of the different 
Protestant bodies. 
It is understood, also, 
that Mr. McDonald objects to the proposed 
action of the alliance in memorializing the 
Queen direct on tho Jesuit question, on the 
ground that it is treating with contempt 
the Representative of Her Majesty in 
Canada. 
Tho cause of all the trouble, of course, 
has been the decision reached by the Do­ 
minion government not to veto tho com­ 
pensation bill passed by the Quebec Legis­ 
lature 
granting 
the 
Jesuits $400,000 
compensation for the alleged illegal confis­ 
cation of their estates by the British gov­ 
ernment nearly a century ago. 
Neither party in the Dominion House 
wants to see the m atter brought up, but 
Colonel O’Brien, member of Parliament, 
an extreme Orangeman, gave notice of in­ 
troducing a motion on the subject. 
He is 
a conservative, and until to-day was inex­ 
orable to the threats and entreaties of his 
party. 
Sir John MacDonald threatened to re ­ 
sign yesterday and go to the country on 
the Jesuit question, unless Col. O’Brien 
withdrew' his resolution on that subject. 
O’Brien finally yielded, and will substitute 
for bis resolution a statement in the House 
a t the earliest opportunity.
